Bomb threat a hoax 


The industrial commodities index for 
November —which is a major part of 
the overall index —showed a seasonal­ 
ly adjusted increase of only 0.9 per 
cent, the smallest one month gain for 
that indicator since September, 1973 
when a 0.7 increase was reported.

Oil-producing nations 
indicate they will not 
ask for price increase 


VIENNA (UPI) - The OPEC oil 
ministers conference called to fix fu­ 
ture crude oil prices was delayed today 
by a bomb hoax. Meanwhile, indica­ 
tions grew that there would be no hike 


in oil prices. 
After an hour-long search of the

meeting, police said the incident was a 
hoax and ministers from the world’s 13 
; m ajor oil exporting countries scheduled 
a resumption of the talks. 
During the break, Saudi Arabian Oil 
Minister Ahmed

newsmen: “ I do not expect oil prices 
to increase.” 
Police cordoned off 10 Karl Lueger 
Ring, which houses the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries head­ 
quarters, and began a search of the 
building. 
OPF.C personnel and the staff of the 
Canadian Embassy and the Texaco oil 


company, w-hich share the building 
with OPEC, were evacuated. 
Police said the anonymous coll was 
received by the Canadian Embassy. 
The ministers were meeting with no 
plans to increase orices and there were 
proposals 
of 
cooperation 
with

United States and Western industrial 
nations for a new longterm price-fixing 
system. 
The new system w’ill fix oil price-, for 
p?riods longer than the present three 
month1- preferably for one year, and 
thus contribute to economic stability. 
The 13 OPF.C countries —Abu Dhabi. 
Algeria, Ecuador, Gabon, Indonesia, 
Tran. Iraq, Kuwait. Libya. Nigeria, Qa­ 
tar. Saudi Arabia and Venezuela — 
said they expect to finish their closed- 
door meeting Friday. OPEC members, 
w'ho produce 85 per cent of the world's 
oil exports, now maintain a present 
posted price for crude oil of $11.65 a 
barrel.

WASHIGTON (UPI) - The House 


Rules Committee today effectively kil­ 


led a bill which would have given a 
small tax break to almost 40 million 


low and moderate income taxpayers 


and would have ended the oil depletion 


allowence. 
Saying that there was not enough 
tim e to deal with the bill this session, 
committee m em ber Jam es J. Delaney, 
D-N.Y., moved that the panel consider 
no further bills this year except the 
nomination of Nelson A. Rockefeller to 
be vice-president. 
The motion carried 9-4, meaning that 
the only chance for any tax legislation 
this year would be possible am end­ 
ments in the Senate to the Trade Re­ 
form Bill. This is an extremely remote 
chance however. 
The Rules Committee acts as a

committee, 
deciding 
which bills may reach the House lloo. 
and when. 
Acting Ways and Means Committee 
chairm an A1 UUman, D-Ore., told the 
Rules panel it would be difficult to 
pass such legislation quickly in the 
next Congress because it will be neces­ 
sary to educate the m any new mem-

“ A sharp rise for the sugar and con­ 
fectionery grouping resulted in a 3.4 
per cent increase for processed foods 


and feeds,” the government said.

Increases in household furniture and 
major appliances pushed up prices for 
consumer durable goods but the ad­ 
vance was sm aller than October when 
1975 model car prices were included 
into the index. 
Some crude materials, such as scrar* 
metal and waste paper went down ir 
price while others, such as natural gas 
and petroleum increased.

Businesses, homes are targets 
1 juveniles arrested as burglary suspects 


Chino police this week arrested se­ 
ven juveniles ranging in age from 11 to 


14 who. in the last several months, re­ 
portedly burglarized at least 18 com­ 
mercial businesses and as many resi­ 
dential homes in the Chino area. 
Stolen goods valued at $2,500 were 
recovered. 
The first three juveniles were ar­ 
rested Sunday after an investigation 
into numerous commercial burglaries 
m Chino. The youths are suspected to 
have broken into at least 18 eommer 
citl buildings and schools, taking po 
wer tools and equipment, and leaving 


behind a large amount of d a m a g e to 
furnishings and structures. The youths, 
according to Don Flau, Chino juvenile 
officer, have been remanded to their 
parents, 
pending 
further 
disposition 
through the juvenile court. Police re­ 
ported that approximately $1,500 in sto­ 
len tools and other property were reco­ 
vered in the commercial burglaries. 
Then on Tuesday 
afternoon, 
four 
more juveniles, two 13, and two 14, 
were captured by police officers Harry 
fooley and Phil Cooper after a foot 
pursuit from a burglarized home in the 
5000 block of Lincoln Street. Police 
said a resident called to report a num­ 


ber of juveniles had broken into their 
neighbor’s home. When officers ar- 
ri\ed, the four youths were seen run­ 
ning from the house. 
Flau said that the youths admitted 
breaking into at least 18 homes since 
October and possibly more. Eighteen 
counts of burglary have been filed 
against the youths, who were placed in

position. 
Flau said about $1.000 in jewelry > !- 
ver, coins, liquor and other items have 
been recovered. The stolen property

Racial flareup 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford met for two hours today with 
auto industry and union loaders and re­ 
portedly indicated he would consider 
an income tax cut to help America s 
sick economy. 
The White House meeting. wTnch in­ 
cluded top Cabinet advisers, tollowed 
promises Wednesday night of new pro­ 
posals by Ford to help beat inliation and 
recession. 
Gov. William Milliken of Michigan, 
who also attended, told reporters after­ 
ward he got the “ clear impression" 
that the President would consider a 
tax cut among other possible actions. 
But Milliken stressed Ford had not 
made any commitments. 
United Auto Workers ur.ion president 
Leonard Woodcock said he proposed 
the tax cut. but added that the Presi 
dent made no comment. 
Woodcock said his lax cut proposal 
received the support of all of the in 
dustry representatives and executives 


who attended the meeting. He said no 
specific tax cut was recommended but 
that lie stressed it should apply to 
middle and low income groups. 
Board Chairman Henry l ord II of 
the Lord Motor Co. has called for a 10 
per cent across-board tax cut to get 
a grip on the deepening recession. 
Woodcock took Nsue with Ford’s po­ 
sition that the nation is not presently 
in an economic crisis but is in “ difti- 
cult straits.” 
“ ! think it’s a crisis situation,” he 
said. “ It’s highly critical ... feeding on 
itself, and may 
go to 
worse 
con­ 
ditions.” 
Ford said in a speech Wednesday 
night that he was “ deeply concerned” 
over the economy, bqt did not plan any 
drastic changes in his present attack 
on the inflation and recession. 
The meeting with the auto industry 
and union leaders was initiated by the 
President. 


The President did not go into specif­ 
ics before the group of more than 100 
corporate officials. 


But he made it clear that he is not 
planning a major shift in the broad 
policy he advanced last October, al­ 
though the White House said earlier 
Wednesday Ford had all but abandoned 
hope for passage this year of his 5 per 
cent income tax surcharge proposal 
and did not 4mow if he would put it 
before the new Congress. 
In sum. Ford said in his speech, 
“Our country' is not in an economic 
crisis ... that demands immediate and 
drastic action.” 
At one point, he drew applause when 
he told the businessmen: “ It there are 
any among you who want me to take a 
180-degree turn from inflation-fighting 
to 
recessionary 
pump-priming, 
they 
will be disappointed. I will continue to 
treat this general economic ailment 
with a balanced program .” 


LONDON (UPI) — The pound sterl­ 
ing, once the keystone of the world mo­ 
netary system, plunged again today to 
its lowest levels in history', reflecting 
Britain’s grave economic crisis. 
The pound fell against other world 
currencies Wednesday after the Ameri­ 
can Exxon Company confirmed Saudi 
Arabia would no longer accept the 
sterling tor payments.

national currency, except the U.S. dol­ 
lar 
the U.S. dollar continued to lose 
ground against the West German mark 
and the French and Swiss francs —the 
three currencies the Saudis indicated 
they w'ould accept in return for their 
oil. 
Barclay’s Bank said the dollar was 
falling because of President Ford’s re­ 
jection of dram atic economic measures 
to deal with recession.

Israeli warplanes raid Beirut refugee camps 


Retaliation for attack on theater 


BEIRUT (U PI) — Israeli w arplanes 
today 
attacked 
Palestinian 
refugee 
cam ps on the outskirts of Beirut, the 
first air raids near the Lebanese capit­ 
al in seven months. 


Seven Israeli jets swept over the city 
and opened fire with m achine guns into 
the Sabra and Chatila refugee cam ps, 
the Beirut Defense M inistry reported. 


Lebanese jet interceptors swept up to 
m eet the attacking Israeli planes and 
surface-to-air SAM m issiles around the 
refugee

Clouds of smoke billowed from one 
four-story building in the Sabra cam p, 
located in a high-rise residential area. 
The Palestinian News Agency said a 
supply depot w as hit.

ponse for the wounding of two Israelis 
by three guerrillas Dec. 6 in the fron­ 
tier town of Rosh H anikra.

Shortly before the air attacks, Israel 
said it would strike strike Palestinian 
guerrilla bases and other targets in 
Lebanon in retaliation for terrorist ac­ 
tions.

$157 billion in gas, oil soys industry report 


LOS ANGELES (U P!) - 
The oil industry says it can 
get. $157 billion worth of oil 
and gas from wells off the 
Southern 
California 
coast, 
causing no. serious environ­ 
mental damage, if allowed to 
proceed with offshore drilling. 
That 
was the 
conclusion 
contained in a $350,000 report 
released Tuesday, to be sub­ 
mitted the Interior Depart­ 
ment’s Bureau of Land Ma­ 
nagement, which is in charge 
of offshore oil leasing. 
The report was a voluntary 
effort by the Western Oil and 
Gas Association, which repre­ 
sents West Coast petroleum 
producers and refiners, and 
includes most of the major oil 
companies. 
The Interior Department is 
making its own environmental 
study of the impact of of­ 
fshore drilling off Southern 
California and other Pacific 
Coast regions. The depart­ 
ment currently has tentative 
plans to lease a 16 million 
acre drilling area off the 
Southern California coast. A 
coalition of local and state 


government officials is fight­ 
ing the plan. 
The report concluded that 
large scale offshore drilling 
“ may be conducted with no 
p r o s p e c t of serious dis­ 
turbance to either offshore nr 
onshore environments of the 
area.” 


The report said the greatest 
danger, a major oil spill, “ is 
considered extremely unlike­ 
ly...and if it should occur, 
equipment will be on hand to 
c o n t a i n and recover the 
spill.” 
T h r e e ships would be 
equipped for just that pur­ 
pose. the report said, and 
booms could protect particu-

T h e 
industry’ 
estimates j 
there are 14 billion barrels of 
oil and 21.5 trillion feet of na­ 
tural eas in the zone, worth 
$157 billion. 
This is almost 10 times 
"reater than the U.S. Geolog­ 
ic Survey’s estimate of the 
area's reserves, but industry 
sources said the govenmmit 
agency is traditionally con­ 
servative —and the oil com- 
ranies are usually optimis­ 
tic—in 
making 
such 
esti­ 
mates. 


The drilling plan envisions 
5.090 to 6,000 wells, operating 
from about 60 platforms and 
six moored ships—all more 
than three miles from the 
coast—off the Santa Barbara, 
L o s 
Angeles 
and 
Orange 
county coasts. 
The wells would need from 
4.000 to 4,300 miles of un­ 
dersea pipeline, and 130 chips, 


to carry petroleum to refi­ 
neries on shore. 
The report said the drilling 
would do no harm to any of 
the recreational uses of the 
ocean, and 
would 
improve 
fishing, since it has already 
been shown elsewhere that 
drilling platforms—like natur­ 
al reefs— increase the num­ 
ber of fish.

Plant to convert waste into 
auto fuel possible by 1977 


21 YEARS. . .SAME LOCATION. . SAME OWNERSHIP 


SACRAMENTO (L PI) - A 
plant to convert solid waste 
into automobile fuel could be 
operating on a full-time basis 
in California by 1977. accord­ 
ing 
to 
Assemblyman 
Bill 
Greene, D-Los Angeles. 
Appearing at a news confer­ 
ence Tuesday with former as- 
t r o n a u t Scott Carpenter. 
Greene said such an oper­ 
ation would lead to lower 
gasoline prices. 
Greene said the plant would 
he much like Seattle’s prop­ 
osed $56 million facility to 
convert garbage and other so­ 
lid waste into methanol fuel. 
Methanol, which could be 
produced for about 30 cents a 
gallon, can be used as a gaso­ 
line additive or used solely to 
power 
internal 
combustion 
engines, such as the Germans 
did during World War II. 
Carpenter is president of 
the non-profit Edict Corpora­ 
tion, which has been con­ 
tracted by Greene’s Select 
Committee on Manpower De­ 
velopment to conduct a $1.1 
million four-year study on the 
feasibility of producing fuel 
from waste materials. 
“ If we get a tull commit­ 
ment we could develop a fuUy

New birth control 
medicine in 10 years

searchers are on the trail of a 
new birth control 
medicine 
which they hope will prevent 
conception with no side ef­ 
fects and will only have to be 
t a k e n 
once 
every 
three 
months. 


Dr. Roy G. Smith of the 
Baylor College of Medicine 
said scientists have isolated 
an 
important 
protein 
that 
unites with the sex hormone 
Progesterone to 
ready 
the 
uterus for the fertilized egg. 
If they find a nontoxic che­ 
mical to prevent that process, 
the method could be available 
within 10 years. Smith said. 


He told the American Che­ 
mical Society’s southwestern 
regional meeting Tuesday fin­ 
ding the chemical should be 
easier than isolating the pro­ 
tein. which took four years of 
research. 


Smith 
said 
the 
method 
should be pertected in anim­ 
als within two years, but the 
F o o d 
and 
Drug 
Admin­ 
istration testing could take se­ 
ven to 10 years more. 
He said the method should 


vastly improve today’s birth 
control pill, which must be ta­ 
ken daily to prevent ovulation 
and has numerous side ef­ 
fects. 
“There will be no side ef­ 
fects,” he said. “That’s the 
reason for this work.” 
He said the only possible 
problems would be rare indi­ 
vidual reactions to whatever 
chemic al is used. 
Smith 
said 
the 
chemical 
would be administered locally 
probably by implanting a no­ 
dule of 
the 
agent 
in 
the 
uterus. 
The 
nodule 
would 
slowly dissolve releasing the 
chemical and Would last three 
months or more, he said. 
By preventing the uniting of 
ihe protein receptor and the 
Progesterone 
the* 
fertilized 
egg could not attach to the 
wall of the uterus for the 
lei us to form. 
“We have determined the 
structure of the site where 
ihe hormone oinds with the 
receptor and are trying to 
find a way to prevent that 
binding,” he said. “We like to 
say hopefully it will someday 
replace the pill.”

Cracks appearing in Rhodesian apartheid 


SALISBURY. Rhodesia (U PI) - The long- 
divided black nationalist groups in Rhodesia 
have united to cam paign for political power 
tn one of the last bastions of white suprem a­ 
cy in Africa. 
P rim e M inister Tan Smith has held secret 
talks with the black leaders for months, but 
he has rejected the bloc’s dem and for “ im ­ 
m ediate m ajority rule.” 
I he African Unity Council, the only legal 
black opposition party in Rhodesia, and three 
black guerrilla groups announced the united 
front Sunday at the end of a three-day m eet­ 


ing in the Zam bian capital of Lusaka. 
Smith, who broke aw ay from Britain nine 
years ago to keep Rhodesia under w hite rule, 
cooperated with the Lusaka conference by 
tem porarily releasing two im prisoned guer­ 
rilla leaders so they could go to Zam bia. 
Diplomatic sources said the prim e m inister 
asked the black leaders to call a cease-fire in 
the two-year-old Rhodesian guerrilla w ar. In 
return, he prom ised parliam entary parity be­ 
tween the 5 million blacks and 240,000 whites. 
The sources said, however, the new' front 
of black leaders rejected his offer, dem and­ 


ing m ajority rule first with a ceasefire after­ 
ward. 
Bishop Abel 
Mu/.orewa’s 
African 
Unity 
Council was joined by the Zimbabwe African 
Peoples Union, Zimbabwe African National 
Union and Front for the Liberation of Zim­ 
babwe. 
For black nationalists, Zimbabwe is the 
nam e for Rhodesia. 
Smith released Joshua Nkomo, leader of 
the Peoples Union, and the Rev. Ndabaningi 
Sithole. leader ot the National Union, so they 
could attend the Lusaka conference. 


G uerrilla sources in Lusaka said both men 
would honor their pledges to return to jail in 
Rhodesia, where they have been detained for 
11 years without trial. 
In Johannesburg, governm ent sources said 
South African Prim e M inister John Vorster 
played a leading behind-the-scenes role in a r­ 
ranging the Zambia meeting. 
Vorster prom ised in a nationwide radio 
broadcast in South Africa Sunday he would 
continue efforts to keep the Rhodesian talks 
going. “ The alternative is too ghastly to con­ 
tem plate,’’ he said.

Sens. John Tower, R-Tex., 1 
and Alan Cranston. D-Calif., 
circulated a letter in the Sen­ 
ate, w arning against passage 
of the bill. 
They said

tional security ... would be 
costly and difficult to enforce

These supporters scoffed at

etion of fish stocks by foreign 
fleers within

U.S. 
fisherm en. 
The bill would extend U.S. 
fishing jurisdiction from the 
present 12 miles to 200 nautic­ 
al m iles until the Law of the 
Sea Conference produces an 
accord. In an am endm ent ap ­ 
proved early in the Senate de­ 
bate, it would also provide 
paym ent of com pensation to 


U.S. fisherm en whose gear is 
dam aged or lost in incidents 
involving foreign fleets.

those senators opposed to the 
bill, agree th at coastal fish 
stocks are low and in m ar 
cases 
have 
been 
depleted 


through overfishing. But they 
argue that the United States 
should not take drastic unila­ 
teral action while diplomatic 


efforts are underw ay to find a 
satisfactory solution. 
The United States histori­ 
cally has supported narrow 


coastal boundaries. It was the 
last m aior country to accept 
extension of the 3-mile lim it 
to 12 miles.

Madame minister mobilizes women

PARIS (NEA) - It looks as 
though Madame Franco.se Gi­ 
roud. the first Frenchwoman 
to become a member ot the 
cabinet, with the title of State 
S e c r e t a r y for Women’s 
Status, may become the most 
influential woman in France. 
This 
attractive, 
dynamic, 
57-year-old brunette has long 
militated tor the equaiity ct 
women. After Wot Id Aar 11, 
as the editor of the popular 
woman's 
weekly 
“ E L L E ." 
then as one of the cofounders 
and head of ‘TExpress,” a 
center-left newsweekly. 
Be­ 
fore that, she had been script- 
girl. scenario writer, author 
and television commentator. 
A'sc an active member of the 
French resistance. 
Soon after her appointment, 
she approve! President Gis- 
card d’Estaing's policies for 
increasing women's rights are 
“ real and not demagogic.” 
adding: “ If I am wrcng. I 
will draw the proper con- 
e l u s i o n s . 1 haven't been 
brought into the government 
for decorative mimeses or to 
organize co'fee break-.’’ 
Recently, after a cabinet 
meeting, she came out with a 
string of changes, some of 
which went into effect right 
away. Such as insisting on 
tax returns being signed by 
husband MS’D wife, to make 
sure the latter also knows the 
exact state of the family fi­ 
nances. Other changes might 
take somewhat longer. Such 
as banning all publicity for 
films and commercial pro­ 
ducts that use women as sex 
objects or domestic servants. 
Also on the firing line, is ad­ 
vertising claiming this or that 
cosmetic rejuvenates, consid­ 
ered misleading or mystifying 
for the average woman. Ad­ 
vertisers could be prosecuted 
tinder a law prohibiting un­ 
truthful publicity. 
A law legalizing abortion is 
about to be passed. 
Madame 
Giroud 
is 
very 
definite on the program she 
would like to carry out to un- 
p r o v e t h e condition 
of 
Frenchwomen 
It is a very 
far cry from the declarations 
of Women’s Lib. According to 
her. the rights of women in­ 
clude the right to be a woman 
and not to become an “ er­ 
satz” man. Also, a woman 
should do a!! she can to look 
attractive. She herself admits 
that she loves clothes and is 
the best exponent of unders­ 
tated 
elegance 
known 
as 
“ chic.” 
Another Francoise Giroud 
flying is: “ I regret the term 
cf equality between men and 
women when it claims to ig­ 
nore biology. 
1 
understand 
eauality as the complete re­ 


cognition of intellectual poten­ 
tial of equal value, of a spc- 
c i f i c 
feminine 
physiology 
which is not a question of 
adapting to the world of men. 
and which is neither ‘inferior’ 
or ‘superior’ to the masculine 
physiology.” 
The answer to the problem 
of women at work was to 
“ defeminize" certain sectors, 
said Minister of State Giroud. 
“ 1 or example, when men are 
working as secretaries or nur­ 
ses. wage and promotional 
discrimination will end be­ 
cause the men won’t stand for 
it. Well, women shouldn’t ei­ 
ther.”

But girls of 14 often have a 
greater sense of responsibility 
than boys and “ 1 would soo­ 
ner entrust a delicate task to 
the former than to the lat­ 
ter.”

For instance, I am 
convinced that it will depend 
on women alone that there 
will be no nuclear war. They 
h ive a much deeper sense of 
the value of life, because af­ 
ter all, they create it.” 
There is something very at­ 
tractive about the new Secret­ 
ary’ of State for Women’s Af­ 
fair's. When she accepted her 
portfolio, 
.she declared 
she 
wished to replace the vehe­ 
mence 
of 
many 
woemn’s 


movements with a little hu­ 
mor and joy. “ I like gaiety 
and hate women who moan 
and groan. Men like women 
to be happy. The aim of all 
concerned with the condition 
of women should be to make 
life a little happier for them, 
not to tarn tnemselves mto 
harpies. In France, the wom­ 
en who fight, for women’s 
rights are not the women who 
lack something. It is rather 
scandalous that in order to 
qualify in men’s mind* as a 
pioneer of improvement 
in 
women’s condition, a woman 
has to be attractive, success­ 
ful m a profession and have 
children. If men were a-ked 
to have all these qualifica­ 
tions. how many would one 
find.” 
Francoise Giroud is known 
for her enormous capacity for 
work. In her first week as 
junior minister she received 
3,000 letters of which only five 
were derogatory. There is no 
professional 
woman 
in 
the 
United States who. in power 
and public recognition, holds 
a position equivalent to hers, 
even before her cabinet ap­ 
pointment. 
While 
American 
women, in some ways seem 
m o r e 
l i b e r a t e d 
than 
Frenchwomen, it is a fact 
that in law. medicine, and 
other professions, the percen­ 
tage ot w'omen is far higher 
here. 
Not long ago. Madame Gi­ 
roud remarked that because 
of deep cultural and historical 
reasons. 
France 
was 
the 
country best, placed to bring 
about harmony between the 
sexes. 
For example: 
Frenchmen 
like women. Men’s clubs are 
not popular; stag dinners are 
not really jolly affairs. They 
want to live together with 
women. My brief is not to 
take care of women’s prob­ 
lems but to promote all steps 
that lead to an improvement 
of women’s condition in life 
and eliminate discrimination 
against them.

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Police step up shopping patrols for crime 


With the Christmas shopping season 
well underway, valley law enforcement 
agencies are beefing up their commer­ 
cial patrols and again warning resi­ 
dents and merchants to be on guard 
against burglars, thieves, robbers and 
muggers who are steadily increasing 
their activities. 


Some police officials believe this sea­ 
son may pose a panicular threat. 


* I his year, because of the economic 
situation, we might expect an even 
greater increase in crimes against 
property during the holiday season,” 
said Capt. Wayne Simmons of the On­ 
tario Police Deprtment. 
Chief Frank Meehan of the Chino Po­ 


lice Department somewhat agreed with 
Simmons and other police officials, 
saying, ‘‘There is always the possi­ 
bility that the current economic con­ 
ditions may increase the number of 
crimes against property during this 
holiday season but. on the other hand, 
the steady increase in population in the 
West End area could have the same 
effect. We just can’t say any one thing 
would be responsible.” 


Meanwhile, nearly all valley police 


departments and sheriff’s offices are in 


the process of shifting men and equip­ 
ment to provide greater protection to 
holiday shopper* and commecial busi­ 
nesses. 


Pomona Police Chief F. P. Wallick, 
for example, said the department plans 
increased patrols of all business areas, 
including the Mall, and Indian Hill Vil­ 
lage. The patrol will be in black-and- 
white radio cars and by undercover 
methods, Wallick said. 


The concentration on business and 


commercial areas will not cut down 
appreciably on those city areas nor­ 
mally patrolled, the chief said. No ad­ 
ditional man hours will be required, 
only some reassignments, he said. 


In Claremont Chief Charles Lines 
also said officers will give shopping 
areas more attention, but, he added, he 
can only spread members of the force 


so tar. Every year at this time, shopp­ 
ing areas within the city receive more 
frequent patrol. Lines said. 
In Upland, a special holiday task 
force has been formed, composed of 
several patrolmen and detectives, who 


111 addition to their regular duties, pa­ 
trol the major shopping areas of the 
city. During their rounds they will 
meet with merchants and businessmen 
to provide them information on how to 
detect and report thieves and robbers 
before they strike. 
In Montclair, where there has been a 
marked increase in petty theft, mug­ 
gings and purse snatches around the

The proposed ordinance is a modified 
version of an earlier proposal wTiereby 
city officials had recommended man­

sales or rentals. 


A study committee appointed to re­ 
ceive testimony from area residents on 
that prcosal prepared a new proposal 
whereby inspections would be required 
lor residential units only when being 
sold. 


And the provisions do allow for a 
buyer :o sign a waiver which would 
eliminate a city inspection. Should a 
buyer, however, rot desire to if:n such

He urged that the citv get agreement 
from the Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisor:? that some tax assessment 
limitation be given to home owners 
making repairs. 
Stephens said he didn’t believe the 
proposed ordinance would be the an­ 
swer to solving housing violations that 
now exist in Pomona. 
"Thera should be other methods to 
be used in making corrections. There 
are terrible situations in the city this 
ordinance will never correct, 
there 
should be a firm approach in getting 
the violations corrected.” 
Stephens said that if a person selling 
his home finds it too expensive to make 
the necessary corrections, then he may 
just abandon it. "This will then be 
creating more problems than it will 
solve.” 
Regarding 
Stephen’s 
propo-al 
lor 
more lirni approach in correcting vio­ 
lations, Planner E. J. Gaulding report­ 
ed the study committee spent a great 
deal ol time on this problem. 
He reported that city inspectors are 
limited in going onto private property. 
And regarding more homes being 
abandoned. Gene Pester, director of 
community development, reported that 
if people know their homes had to con- 
torm to city codes at the time of sale 
they would lie encouraged to make ad­ 
ditions and alterations in conformance 
with regulations.

Of vested interests 
and public welfare 


For three-quarters of the world’s four billion 
ptxtple, the slender reeds of the rice plant form the 
greatest single barrier between nutrition and starva­ 
tion. 


It is a fact of our time that riee erops in the 
world’s major growing area, which are also the 
areas of fastest 
population 
growth, 
have 
been 
* unable to keep up with demand. Hie future looks 
even more critical as a result of changing weather 
patterns and soaring fertilizer costs. 
Only the United States, which is 11th in the 
world's ranking ot rice producers, remains in a po­ 
sition to export rice. Of the five million tons pro­ 
duced in the United States in 197:*, fully li7 per rent 
of the crop was exported to more than 1(H) countries. 
With two million acres currently under rice culti- 
\ation. predominantly in Louisiana. Texas. Missis­ 
sippi, Arkansas and California, this year’s crop is 
expected to yield G.a million tons, of which more 
than two-thirds will go to overseas markets. 
For a nation allegedly based on waste, ii is worth 
noting that it takes the average American farm er 
only two man-days ol labor to grow and harvest one 
acre of rice compared with 4(H) man-days per acre 
in most of the developing nations, where rice is the 
staple crop. 
According to spokesmen for chemical manufac­ 
turers. however, the American farm er faces a ma­ 
jor threat to his ability to grow the crops that will 
meet home demand as well as help ease the crisis 
in the world’s rice bowl. 
The threat, they say, h the attack which certain 
pressure groups have launched against one of the 
chemicals which have helped give the United States 
its rice-exporting capability, the pesticide 2, 4, 5-T. 
This, despite a finding by the Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency that there is no evidence to support 
withdrawal of the pesticide. 
According to the industry, the drive against 2. 4. 
.VT could result in the same kind of thing that hap­ 
pened to cyclamates. Following reports that mice 
had developed cancer after being feed massive doses 
of the artificial sweetening additive, the Food and 
Drug Administration banned c\clam aies in October, 
1969 
Since then, the original tests hav e been called into 
question by other test:», but the ban continues and 
Americans are denied the use of a proven sugar 
substitute at a tim e when sugar prices have taken 
off for the sky. Similar “precipitate action" against 
2. 4, 5-T could* cause an even more serious situation. 
The pesticide manufacturers, of course, are sus­ 
pect right from the start. They are in the business 
of selling chemicals, not feeding the world’s hungry 
or protecting the environment. Farm ers have no 
less an im portant financial stake. Last year’s rice 
crop had a record valuation ot $1 .‘1 billion. 
Yet 
the 
environmentalists 
have 
occasionally 
seemed to be guided by the philosophy that every 
manmade product or process is guilty of causing 
harm until proven innocent, and have sometimes 
seemed less than concerned about the long-term 
economic and human consequences of their actions. 
Wherein lies the truth of the m ailer? What is fact 
and what is self-interest? 
An informed public i> vital to the operation of a 
democracy and to the finding ol solutions to the 
challenges facing it. But the controversy over 2 4,5- 
T like so many others involving technology, is an 
example of its being given the kind of information it 
is not qualified to assess intelligently. 
On the one side are experts. but on the other side 
are experts also. Caught in the middle are the great 
mass of people who, in one way or another, will be 
directly affected by the decisions made by those 
who gov ern them.

FEA's plan for rationing gas 


Back in 1942 a law was passed by Congress aimed 
at lessening the paperwork burden Americans face 
in dealing with their federal government. Today 
we’re filling out more forms than ever. 
Figures released by the Office of Management 
and Budget indicate that it now requires 130 million 
man hours of the time of individuals and cot pot a- 
tiotis to fill out a year’s crop ol federal forms. 
According to a Tax Foundation. Inc. study, since 
rite end of 1907 the number of different reports has 
in creased hy 475, for a total of .>.1 H>. lhe individual 
share of man hours those forms require is 62*.8. 
Businesses use up .15.0, fanners need 4.1, as do non­ 
profit and other organizations. State and locaI gov­ 
ernm ents devote 22.4 million. That business figure 
represents a 50 percent increase since 1907. 
OBM places the blame for most of this form-iil- 
hng increase on new or enlarged federal programs, 
including occupational safely and health activities, 
expanded Social Security programs, environmental 
protection regulations, and equal employment oppor­ 
tunity compliance. 
Ought to be a law? There is one . . . hut h needs a. 
bit o f enforcing, evidently 
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WASHINGTON — lhe Federal Ener­ 
gy Adm inistration h ,^ prepared an ing­ 
enious credit-card system fur rationing 
gas.

Auto(psy) on the 
dying car industry 


NEWARK, Del. — (NEA) — "You can’t get drunk in the 
afternoon," one of them says, and so each day rhe workless 
m em bers of the United Auto W orkers Local 1183 cluster in the 
lobby of the union office to contem plate their iousy fates. 
Approximately 3,400 of them have been furloughed from the 
Chrysler plant here, "just in time for C hristm as." They sit on 
chairs, lean against walls, group in the com ers. Some men 
cling to the hands of their small children, others are dressed 
for the movies, one is trying to get action on a football card 
“ D adrat the public!" A black man grum bles. He says it for 
the rest. “ I got this neighbor who for 2000 years has beer 
buying a new car every two years—until this year. This year, 
he says, he’s cutting back. I tell them , ‘m an, what you’re 
cutting back is my grocery money.’ but it don’t do no goo2. 
He’s got his mind m ade up. No new car. And you want to 
know something? 1 can’t really blam e him, new cars just ain’t 
worth it anym ore." 
Indeed, new cars ain’t worth it anym ore, a fact that seems 
abundantly clear to the people who buy cars, the people who 
make cars—everybody, in f^pt. except the people who sell 
cars. 
Chrysler, for one. has in recent weeks had as m any as 50,000 
unsold vehicles parked around the nation and its share of the 
auto m arket has fallen from the 13 to 16 per cent average of 
recent years to a current low ot less than 12. But when the 
company tries to explain the dilem m a it talks about complex 
vagaries rather than simple realities. The fact is. as many 
m em bers of UAW Local 1183 agree, cars are not selling as 
brother Floyd Green says. "M ostly because they cost too 
m uch.” 
Green can testify from both ends of the issue. As an automo­ 
bile assem bler, he says the quality of the hulks he puts togeth­ 
er has no relationship to their price in the showrooms. And. on 
the other hand, as an automobile user thus buyer, he says the 
high money investm ent has no relationship to sound, justifiable 
consum er economics. 
Last year, for example. Green bought a 1974 Chrysler New­ 
port for a staggering $5200. Financing it added a $1000 more to 
the total. When he drove it out of the sales lot, however, the 
auto’s worth im m ediately depreciated by several hundred dol­ 
lars and has continued that trend since. " I ’ve had it just about 
a year now.’’ Green sighs, “ And if I was lucky I could get 
maybe $1500 to $1600 in trade." 
The extraordinary economic absurdity of autom obile own­ 
ership is of course iam iliar to all. And as of late, with skyro­ 
cketing prices, it has become a ioke many can do without. The 
average cost of automobiles has risen from S700 to $1000 in the 
last tew months. Ford Motor Company alone has increased its 
car prices an average 10 per cent since Septem ber. 
A teensy AMC Gremlin, laughingly called an "economy ve­ 
hicle." is now selling at m ore than $3000. Add to this the cost 
of financing (10 per cent minim um) and depreciation (new 
Buicks will be worth as little as one fourth their current price 
next December) and the blam e for auto no sales is obvious: 
People are not totally stupid. 
The fact is th at with the exception of perishable items, no 
investm ent in America is as economically weak as that for 
automobiles. A heme purchase can increase a buyer’s original 
outlay, a new boat can often be resold for at least the pur­ 
chase price, even a used bicycle is not a com plete giveaway. 
But cars? 
Sighs Green. "You can’t beat the game. You can’t stay even 
in the game. All you do is lose so now increasing num bers of 
Am ericans are refusing to play the autom obde gam e at aU, at 
least tem porarily." 
And whereas this says something tor enlightened common 
sense, it also takes a toll. About 80.000 Chrysler employees are 
already laid off in the nation and the workless here expect 
m ore to follow. Explains one: “ I w as at a Plymouth d ealer' 
last week and I asked how much this yellow Valiant was. The 
salesm an said $5,000? He said, ‘yes, it’s fully equipped.’ Jeez, 
can you l>eat it: $5,000 for a Valiant. If that keeps up, there 
ain’t none of us is ever going back on the line."

County mulls status for women 


SXN BERNARDINO (CNS) 
— The Board of Supervisors 
is expected next week to ap­ 
prove 
the 
formation 
of 
a 
county commission 
on 
tne 
status of women. 
The board in a generally 
lighthearted and even jocular 
hearing on Monday, approved 
the proposals “ in principle” 
but referred the matter to 
County Counsel Stanford D 
Herlick to work out the de­ 
rails. 
One 
of 
the 
details 
that 
need to be worked out in­ 
volves the question of who 
will appoint the members of 
the commission. 
Tne Women’s Action Coali­ 
tion. the group making the 
request on behalf of a dozen 
women’s groups in the coun­ 
ty, suggested that the board 
appoint 10 of the 13 com­ 
mittee 
member* 
and 
the 
women three. 


That proposal ran into some 
opposition, principally 
from 
Supervisor Daniel 
D. Mike- 
sdl, whose semi-serious, but 
repeated objections, brought 
moans and groans from mem­ 
bers of the group. 
Mikesell said he hoped the 
board would be able to ap­ 
point all the committee mem­ 
bers. “ Otherwise we would be 
allowing someone else to con­ 
trol county funds.” he said. 
The women did not ask for 
any money from the board, 
but suggested that the county 
might be willing to provide a 
part-time 
coordinator, 
who 
would help with the activities 
of the group. The salary prop­ 
osal for the co-ordinator is 
$1.900. 
Supervisor Robert 0. Town- 
s end 
suggested 
that 
the 
group might be able to obtain 
a coordinator from the Inland 
Manpower Association, which 


helps senior citizens to obtain 
part-time jobs. 
The basis of the proposal 
was 
a 
survey 
conducted 
among women in the county 
which 
concluded 
that 
over 
hall the women polled believe 
they do not have an equal op­ 
portunity for jobs and ad­ 
vancement. 
Margaret Bradnum of the 
YW’CA Women’s Center said 
half of the county’s work 
force is women but women in 
the county only make 32 cents 
for every’ dollar a man earns. 
She said a working woman 
wath 
a 
bachelor’s 
degree 
earns the same salary as a 
man with an eighth grade 
education. 
Audrey Parry of the San 
Bernardino League of Women 
Voters said that out of 320 po­ 
sitions on boards and com­ 
missions in the county only M 
are filled by w'omen.

the tiny ants, whose rockhard 
mounds now dot millions of 
acres cf Southern farm and 
pasture land. 


“ One ot my associates cot 
the idea that the dyes might 
work on lire 
ants when 
he 
read about some other resear­ 
chers using it to kill hou­ 
seflies,’’ 
Heitz said in an in­ 
terview'. 
“ He tried a simple 
uncontrolled experiment end 
when it appeared to wo*k, he 
passed the idea a’ong to me.” 


Mirex 
has been used 
foi 
several years against the ant, 
whose excruciating sting has 
been 
known to kill human 
beings, but the chemical has 
run 
into 
strong 
opposition 
from environmentalists. They 
claim it may came cancer 
and is polluting the South’s 
lake-, streams and coastline. 
Heitz found in the laborato­ 
ry that he could induce a 
nearlv HY) per cent mortality 
rate bv feeding the ants food 
impregnated 
with 
the 
xan­ 
thene 
(b*es. 
then 
exposing 
them to light. 
According 
to 
Heitz. 
the 
energy contained in the light 
filtering 
through 
the 
ant’s 
body wall begins a reaction 
c a l l e d 
“ photo-oxidation” 
which 
releases 
high-energy 
oxygen molecules from 
the 
dye compound. 
The oxygen molecu’es at­ 
tack and destrov the enzyme 


acetylcholinesterase, which is 
essential to the functioning of 
all biological nerve systems. 
As the enzyme is destroyed, 
the ant’s nerve system simply 
shuts down, halting such vital 
functions as respiration, cir­ 
culation and brain activity. 


“ But a light reaction alone 
wouldn’t be enough to control 
fine ants like Mirex* does.“ 
Heitz pointed out. “ The key to 
couriering them lies in reach­ 
ing the queen.” 


Since the queen stays secl­ 
uded deep in the dark re­ 
cesses of the nest, a light 
reaction would be ineffective 
against her. Mirex works be­ 
cause ants 'ove it. The work­ 
e r ants will harvest it and 
earn” it to the queen who eats 
it and dies, thus ermiratin*1 
the source 
of 
hundreds of 
thousands cf new fire ants. 


Heitz has found, however, 
that xanthene dyes also " o- 
dt’ce a “ dark reaction.” Even 
without light the d e is dead­ 
ly to the ants, although the 
*-oce-£. probably closeb* rc- 
iated to conventional pesticide 
poiscr ng. is considerably slo­ 
wer than photo-oxidation. 


“ If the worker ants who e t 
the dye live long enough to 
reach the queen. 
he’ll irne-t 
it and die. too,’’ Heitz con­ 
tends. 


“ The xanthene dyes are the 
equal of Mirex in their poten­ 
tial for killing the ants and 
they have one important ad­ 
vantage.” he said. “ While Mi­ 
rex is so darn stable that it 
lasts 
virtually 
forever, 
the 
xanthene 
dyes 
will 
break­ 
down into simpler compounds 
within about two weeks.’ 
Heitz is now hoping to get. 
fundin'7 that will enable him 
to carry' on large scale ex­ 
periments on 
private 
lands 
leased to the university near 
the Starkv’lle campus. 
If the fire ant program is 
successful, he believes it can 
be adapted to combat other

Sen. Jackson leading Capitol Hill opposition 
SALT missile accord controversy grows 


By NICHOLAS DANILOU 
WASHINGTON (I PI) — Controversy over President Ford’s 
nuclear arms agreement with the Russians is growing, and its 
future is uncertain. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash.. the main congressional 
critic of the accord, says American taxpayers will have to 
spend "tens of billions of dollars" to build the weapons con­ 
templated in the ceilings to which Ford and Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev agreed in principle at Vladivostok. 
He says the Ford administration should go back and nego­ 
tiate a pact calling for actual arms reductions rather a ceiling 
which allows the United States to build by 1985 all the nuclear 
weapons it planted to build any wax 
Secretary ( 
State Henry Kissinge- says if Congress rejects 
the agreement and insists on renegotiaton it should appro­ 
priate $5 billicn to $in billion for more nuclear weapons. He 
said that would be "the only possible incentive” to persuade 
Russia to negotiate a better agreement. 
The administration’s international trade bill has been held 
up for three years in a dispute between Jackson and Kissinger 
over Soviet emigration, a possible clue what could happen to 
the arms accord. 
Under the agreement, the United States and Soviet Union 
would be limited to 2.400 strategic bombers and missiles. Of 
these. 1,320 missiles could be equipped with multiple war­ 
heads. 
Based on statements by Jackson and Kissinger during the 
past week and reports from officials close to them, these are 
their conflicting positions: 
Jackson 
— The ceiling ot 2.4(H) bombers and missiles is too high. It 
should be 1,760. 
— The ceiling on multiple xvarheads is “ wantonly high" and 
will encourage a race by both sides to build up to the ceiling. 
— Verification of multiple xxarheads is questionable, if not 
impossible. 
— The accord makes no provision for reductions ot strategic 
arms in the immediate future. 
— Soxiet missiles are capable of launching heavier pay loads 
than their U.S. counterparts, and this advantage has not been 
equalized. 
Kissinger 
— The ceilings are a "major breakthrough” because, for the 


Mathematical precision 
in route of bumblebees 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
A University of Utah resear­ 
cher says there is mathema­ 
tical precision in the zigging 
and zagging of bumblebees. 
Biologist Graham H. Pvke 
has spent the past two sum­ 
mers 
in 
Rocky 
Mountain 
meadows chasing bumblebees 
and collecting data on their 
foraging activities. 
After feeding the data into 
a computer, Pyke has devel­ 
oped a mathematical model 
o f b u m b l e b e e movement 
based on efficiency. 
This efficiency, he says, is 
calculated by the net rate of 
energy gain to the bee — the 
nectar 
being 
the 
principal 
energy source. 
Pyke says the bee> move in 
a r e l a t i v e l y straight line 
through fields of flowers, but 
zig and zag at a predictable 
frequency 
which 
minimizes 
the chances of vesting 
the 


same flower twice. 
The 25-year-old scientist has 
tested the theory by releasing 
bees he marked with paint 
and then rushing ahead ot 
them to see it they followed 
the route he predicted. Pyke 
says they did.

first time in the nuclear arms race, neither side will have to 
worry that the other is trying to achieve significant nuclear 
superiority. "For the first time in the nuclear age. for a 10 
year period, the arms race xvili not be driven by the fear 
xvhat the other side might be about to do...” 
— Failure of Congress to approve the accord, on top oi the 
delay in the trade bill, would jeopardize U.S.-Soviet detente. 
— The greater lifting power of Soviet missiles should not 
unduly concern the United States. These heavy Soviet missiles 
primarily threaten U. S. land-based missiles, which constitute 
only 25 per cent of the U. S. strategic arsenal. U.S. nuclear 
missile submarines and the Strategic Air Command would lie 
able to retaliate effectively if the U. S. landbased missiles 
wrere wiped out. 


— Ihe Vladivostok agreement will require the Russians to 
reduce some of their missile force since they currently possess 
nearly 2,600 missiles and bombers. The United States which 
possesses only 2.200. will be able to continue its Trident sub­ 
marine program, and its B-l bomber program. 
— Verification of the warheads is not as difficult as had orig­ 
inally been thought. U.S. intelligence knows which Soviet mis­ 
siles cun be equipped with multiple warheads and has ob­ 
served that Soviet missile silos will have to be modified to 
accommodate these missiles. Admittedly, it will be harder to 
control submarine carried missiles, and land-mobile missiles. 
— At Vladivostok, Brezhnev made the concession of not in­ 
sisting that British and French nuclear forces be lumped in 
the American force threatening the Soviet Union. He agreed, 


too, to disregard for the moment U.S. tactical nuclear weapons 
in Europe, some of which could strike Russia. 
— The missile and bomber ceilings are well below the projec­ 
tions of tne U.S. intelligence community for Soviet arms pro­ 
duction over the next 10-year period. 
— The United States retains the option of developing a heavy 
missile equivalent to the Soviet heavy missiles, although U.S. 
strategists in tire past considered this not essential. The Rus­ 
sians developed it because they had difficulty miniaturizing 
nuclear xvarheads. 
— Before significant reductions can be negotiated, rigid ceil­ 
ings must first be agreed ro by both sides. Further negotia­ 
tions on reductions are foreseen for 1980 — five years before 
the 10-year agreement is V> expire.

fice staff at the Institute of 
Tobacco Health and Research 
here smokes cigarettes and

Dr. .fohn P Wyatt. 52. insti­ 
tute 
director, 
says

sumption that people are not 
going to stop smoking. The in­ 
stitute, 
which 
is 
affiliated 
with the University of Ken­ 
tucky, conducts its research 
on two college cam puses. 
Its investigation into health 
hazards of smoking 
has 
a 
double-barreled focus: 
“ Alte­ 
ration” of the tobacco plant 
tso that cured tobacco con­ 
tain s fewer substances which 
'are thought to harm the hu­ 
man bodv: and studv of the 


medical questions of how in­ 
haled smoke affects the body. 
“ We’ve 
got 
a

now.” said Wyatt. “ I can’t 
t h i n k 
of 
any 
particular 
avenue we would stress —that 
we would move into —that we 
aren’t into now.” 
Since 1964. the University of 
Kentucky has geen recognized

“ But there are over 2.000 
elements in cigarette smoke. 
And no one has shown that 
one 
element 
contributes 
to 
lung diseases and heart dis­ 
eases and bladder cancer or 
any of the other diseases at­ 
tributed to smoking.” 
Cigarette 
manufacturers 
make research grants to a 
fund maintained by the insti- 
t u t e 
in 
Washington. 
The 
grants are funneled to col- 
l e g e s 
across 
the 
United 
States: none go to the Lexing­ 
ton Research Institute. 
Filter reported 
One institute scientist, Dr. 
John Digenis, published a re­ 
port earlier this year about 
h i s f i l t e r 
research. 
He 
claim ed construction of a fil­ 
ter that removes “ four or five 
tim es” the amount of harmful 
m aterial contained in ciga­ 
rette smoke. 
But what exactly is ciga­ 
rette sm oke? Why does 
it 
harm the upper respiratory 
tract? 
And 
why 
do 
some 
people who smoke the sam e 
a m o u n t s contract cancer 
while others seem immune? 
“ We are working on en­ 
zyme 
research.” 
explained 
Wyatt. “ Enzymes which rid 
the body of possible cancer- 
causing m aterial. Some have 
the ability to break up the 
possible carcinogens —and it 
seem s to be a genetic trait.” 
Another 
experiment 
con­ 
cerns elimination of nature’s 
curing method, in which cut 
leaves are hung in a barn. 


There wind and humidity turn 
it into a rather brittle, brown 
product 
which 
currently 
is 
selling for over a dollar a 
pound on Kentucky’s burley I 
(air-dried 
tobacco) 
auction 
markets. 


The laboratory curing meth­ 
od “ has considerable prom­ 
ise.” said Wyatt. He said the 
young, tender green leaf is 
finely chopped, placed in a 
laboratory vat. treated with 
chemicals, 
formed 
into 
a 
sheet, 
cut 
into 
pieces 
and 
packed together in a cigarette 
—one 
which 
apparently 
is 
“ safer” to smoke than pro­ 
ducts currently available. 


Medical aspect 


Medical aspects ot the insti­ 
tute’s research are chiefly de­ 
scriptive in nature, with doc­ 
tors at the UK Medical Cen­ 
ter quantifying the effect of 
smoke on the lungs and heart. | 
Wyatt says the institute acts 
as a hub. spreading out the 
available money to 
resear­ 
chers at the UK College of 
Agriculture and to medical 
scientists at UK and the Uni­ 
versity of Louisville. 
“ The portal of entry is the 
Jungs,” said Wyatt, à path­ 
ologist who became director 
of the institute in late 1973 af­ 
ter teaching in the University 
of Manitoba’s medical school. 
Other research concerns the 
effect of pesticides on tobacco 
leaves and their possible con­ 
tribution to the alleged car­ 
cinogenic agents in cigarettes. 
The 1964 surgeon general’s 
report on smoking and health, 
of course, started all this wor­ 
ry 
over 
cigarette 
smoking 
and led to the warning now- 
printed on all 
packages of 
cigarettes and contained in 
all cigarette advertising. 
With agricultural scientists 
looking into production of a 
“ low nicotine” leaf, and doc­ 
tors trying to find ways to 
prevent 
harmful 
affects 
of 
smoke in the human body, 
Wyatt feels the problem will 
som eday be solved. 
Meanwhile. 
Kentucky bur­ 
ley tobacco farm ers are sel­ 
ling their crop —about 400 
million 
pounds 
—to 
eager 
m anufacturers, 
the 
federal 
government ts still supporting 
minimum prices for the leaf 
and cigarette smoking is in­ 
creasing —about 3 per cent a 
vear.

Ethiopian revolution no longer bloodless 
The guillotine rises in Addis Ababa 


ADDIS ABABA — (LENS) 
- Ethiopia has caught the 
Robespierre 
fever. Its 
ten 
months of bloodless revolution 
ended abruptly on Nov. 23 
with the summary execution 
of 59 men. 


Only 11 of them, mostly for­ 
mer ministers, had been for­ 
mally indicted. The others, 19 
civilian officials and 29 sol­ 
diers, reportedly had charges 
read 
to them just 
before 
being shot. 
The 60th and most impor­ 
tant victim, General Aman 
Andom, who had been chair­ 
man of the ruling military 
council, minister of defense 
and acting head of state until 
the day before, 
died 
that 
same Saturday night “ resist­ 
ing arrest.” 
The decision to murder a 
fair slice of Ethiopia’s most 
experienced leaders was ta­ 
ken out of revenge, fear and. 
almost certainly, panic. The 
likely objects of vengeance 
are easy enough to identify: 
feudal barons of the old re­ 
gime. But the murder victims 
did not include all the most 
powerful men or all the rich­ 
est ones or even all those 
with the worst records of cor­ 
ruption 
and maladministra­ 
tion. 
Among them were lesser of­ 
ficials and lower-ranking sol­ 
diers, 
fitting into 
no 
dis­ 
cernible pattern. 
All 
these 
men except General 
Aman 
were, in anv event, already 
safely behind bars and order­ 


ly pretrial investigations were 
proceeding. 
So 
something 
must have frightened or p o- 
voked the military leaders 
into what seems to have been 
an unpremeditated massacre. 
T h e 
killing of 
General 
Aman in the course of a 
struggle may well have been 
the trigger for the other exe­ 
cutions. The military council 
listed various reasons why it 
had set out to arrest the gen­ 
eral. He had been plotting 
against the “ people’s move­ 
ment” : attempting to create 
divisions among the armed 
forces and members of the 
military council; blocking tne 
implementation of its deci­ 
sions; neglecting his duties; 
and absent from his post. 
The second cf these charges 
seems closest to being the 
real explanation fcr the grim 
events. In the weeks before 
his death General Aman. who 
had been front man for, but 
not a member of. the 120-man 
military council or dirgue, 
had evidently been in conflict 
w i t h 
his 
colleagues. 
Sig­ 
nificantly, his growing dis­ 
affection ran parallel with the 
emergency of Major Mengistu 
Haile Mariam as the real po- 
w e r 
behind 
the 
military 
movement. 
General Aman and Major 
Mengistu are thought to have 
differed sharply over one of 
the most pressing issues be­ 
fore the council — the future 
of Eritrea. The general, who 
was himself an Eritrean, ar­ 


gued that a softer line, includ­ 
ing an offer of some degree 
of autonomy, might solve the 
insurgency there. 
in a speech on November 17 
Major Mengistu insisted that 
separatism will not be tole­ 
rated. He is considered to be 
one of the officers who want 
to reinforce the army in the 
north and take tougher meas­ 
ures against the rebels. 
Other recent rumblings in 
the dirgue — over where Eth­ 
iopia should buy its arms, 
what should be dene about its 
economy and how the future 
government should be organ­ 
ized — probably also divided 
Genera! Aman from many of 
his younger, more radical col­ 
leagues. But his break with 
Maior 
Mengistu seems 
to 
have been less over ideology 
Mengistu uas reveoled no ob- 
v'tv.w left's*- svmr.athien) than 
o v er 
their 
different 
ap 
preaches to pcwer and over 
power itself. 
Whgt seems to be harden­ 
ing is that the rivalries which 
Emperor Haile Se!a~sie used 
to cultivate as part of his di- 
v i d e-and-rule 
policy 
have 
come to the surface again 
since his ousting in Septem­ 
ber. T'ie fact that 17 generals 
were among those killed also 
suggests a determination to 
remove officers with long ex­ 
perience as well as those w'ho 
might threaten the current 
nowerholders. That would ap- 
nly both to General 
Aman 
and to Colonel Alem Zewde 


WOTTA MESS — This is the result 
of a heavy day of trading on the New 
York Stock Exchange.

Tessema. who was the leader 
of the military cabal before 
Mengistu 
appeared 
on 
the 
scene. 


Etnnic divisions also come 
into it: the fact that General 
Aman was an Eritrean and 
Major Mengistu an Amhara is 
likely to have inflamed their 
dispute. 


With the dirgue sounding 
dangerously defensive about 
military unity and everything 
else, the fate of the other 150 
prominent Ethiopians still in 
d e t en t i o n looks ominous. 
These include some 30 or 40 
judges, former ministers, ci­ 
vil servants and a scattering 
cf 
landlonds 
and 
soldiers. 
Plus, cf course, the 82-year- 
old 
emperor, 
about 
whom 
there is particular concern. 


The universal condemnation 
of the executions mav make 
the dirgue think again. But 
this will not wipe out the ef­ 
fect on a nation 
unaccus­ 
tomed to mass murder. And 
it will not restore the image 
of a bloodless revolution, new 
so irrecoverably broken.

Saxbe alters his tune as lotteries booming 


WASHINGTON (UPH - At­ 
torney General 
William 
B 
Saxbe will let the ovenvlielm- 
ingly successful lotteries of 13 
states keep operating u n t i l 
Congress amends the law — 
probably next year — to give 
them legal federal sanction, 


Saxbe raised fears among 
state lottery officials when he 
threatened to crack down un­ 
less Congress changed federal 
gambling laws. or unless the 
states conformed to present 
law. 


C o n g r e s s responded by 
moving toward reform of the 
gambling laws, 
and 
Saxbe 
has changed his tune. 
Since New Hampshire vo­ 
ters endorsed the idea in 1964. 
lotterie.> have spread domino- 
like across most of New Eng­ 
land. the mid-Atlantic states 
and some Central states, all 
representing 40 per cent of 
the U.S. population. 
Edward J. Powers, head of 
the New Hampshire lottery, 
told the U.S. Lottery Commis­ 
sion last month that all 13 
states will gross about SI bil­ 
lion this fiscal year, ending 
next June 30. and will net 
more than $400 million. Gim­ 
micks help. New York, which 
has netted $293.2 million since 
it began selling lottery tickets 
in 1967, reversed a slump in 
1970 by changing promotion 
methods. Proceeds rose again 
in 1972 after a switch from 
monthly to weekly drawings. 
Similarly, in Michigan, offi­ 
cials who claim a net $122 
million net in state revenues 
since 1972 plan to start, daily 
drawings next year to keep 
public interest high and to 
provide competition for the il­ 
legal numbers racket. 
The gimmick all 13 states 
want most is the right to tele­ 
vision and mail advertising. 
Federal 
law 
forbids 
this, 
along with use of federally 
chartered banks for the lotte­ 
ry and movement cf lottery 
materials across state lines. 
State officials say they are 
complying strictly with the 
law*, although it hurts. Prodded 
by U.S. Attorney Peter Mills in 
Maine, Saxbe issued a state­ 
ment 
ir. August expressing 
doubts about the whole enter­ 
prise. \ month later, he threat­ 
ened action unle s the 13 states

Miki becomes Japan's new prime 


minister after 37 years in politics 


By United Press International 


Takeo Miki, educated in the 
United States and distantly 
related to Emperor Hirohito 
by marriage, became prime 
minister of Japan after near­ 
ly 37 years in politics. 
Miki, 67. is described by his 
wife, Mutsuko, as a man in­ 
terested only in politics. 
The son of a wealthy fertili­ 
zer merchant in Tokushima 
on Shikoku Island, Miki first 
became interested in politics 
in the early 1930’s when he 
made his first tour abroad as 
a student. He was elected to 
the Japanese House of Repre­ 
sentatives in 1937 after study­ 
ing at the University of South­ 
ern Caliiornia. 


Understands english 
One of the few Japanese po­ 
liticians who understands and 
speaks English, 
Miki 
feels 
mere at ease when he dis­ 
cusses foreign policy issues 
than economic problems. Yet 
he becomes the Japanese gov­ 


ernment leader at a 
time 
w'hen the country is in serious 
economic 
trouble, 
brought 
about partly by his predeces­ 
sor. Kakuei Tanaka, who trig­ 
gered inflation with his eco­ 
nomic growth policy. 
Miki's family kinship in­ 
cludes a member of the Impe­ 
rial 
family 
—through 
the 
marriage of a relative of Mrs. 
Miki to a relative of Crown 
Princess Michiko —and the 
families ot' leading Japanese 
politicians and businessmen. 
He had been the leader of a 
small faction in the ruling Li­ 
beral Democratic party, a po­ 
sition that almost kept him 
out oi the premiership. 


Regarded a ‘clean’ 


This 
time, 
however, 
his 
being a less powerful figure 
helped him yet the highest 
Japanese political office. Ta­ 
naka resigned in the lace of 
charges of political corruption 
and Miki was picked over oth­ 
er contenders because he was 


regarded as “ clean.” 
Miki is generally known as 
a "liberal conservative” and 
“ dove” for his political con­ 
viction that Japan should re­ 
main friendly with all na­ 
tions. He was one of the chief 
proponents of the establish­ 
ment of diplomatic relations 
between China and Japan be­ 
fore Tokyo and Peking ac­ 
tually normalized their ties in 
1972.' 
He 
has 
made 
extensive 
tours abroad both as a cabi­ 
net minister and a member ot 
parliament. He was one of a 
few noted Japanese who sup­ 
ported the idea of a Pacific 
common 
market, 
including 
Japan, Canada ard Australia, 
when it first came up in the 
mid-60s. 
In the tnidst of the oil crisis 
last year, Miki visited Arab 
nations as a special envoy of 
Tanaka and called for close 
ties between Japan and the 
oil producing countries in the 
Middle East.

Car owners react in strange ways to tow-away

An 
angry New Yorker jumped on 
the hood of his car as it was 
being 
attached 
to 
a 
tow 
truck. 
After a cop ordered him off, 
he ran fo the front of the 
truck and stood in the way. 
Finally, he climbed in frust­ 
ration into his auto and was 
towed along with it into a city 
parking lot. 
“ People do some strange 
things when it comes to their 
cars.” says Capt. Dominick 
Morro of the New York City 
Police Department’s Parking 
Enforcement Squad. 


Every day, hundreds of ille­ 
gally parked cars are hauled 
to a sprawling yard in front 
of Hudson River pier 97. Own­ 
ers must pay a $50 towing 
charge phis a $>a-day park­ 
ing fee to get them back. 
Morro, who oversees the 
rowaway program, was trad­ 
ing stones in his office with 
two assistants. 
Sgt. 
Eugene 
Noble 
told 
about the rime a fiber-glass 
car w as hooked up. The tow­ 


ing truck lurched off, and the 
car split in half. 
Then there was the time a 
man in a striped suit rushed 
into the pier offices, retrieved 
his hearse and drove off —to 
a funeral. A body was still in­ 
side the vehicle. 
Noble also recalled the time 
a man jumped in his car and 
turned the ignition key. The 
car shot forward, off the pier, 
and into the water. 
“ The tow truck operators 
had removed some pins from 
the motor,” Noble explained. 
“ The man was all right, but 
his car sank.” 
Another story has it that a 
man who didn’t want to pay 
$500 to get his beat-up but be- 
l o v e d 
model 
back 
hung 
around the property clerk’s 
office where unclaimed cars 
a re 
auctioned 
off 
—and 
bought it for $50. 
“ People devise all types of 
devious schemes to kidnap 
t h e i r vehicles.” said 
Lt. 
Frank Lane. “ 1 think more 
planning goes into how to get 
a car released than a crook 
nuts in or a major bank iob.” 


One method, he said, 
is 
“ running the gate.” 
“ They just get in their cars 
without paying and go crash­ 
ing through the wooden bar­ 
rier. I don’t know how’ many 
times it’s happened. It’s so 
futile. We always get them.” 
But the most common ap­ 
proach for avoiding payment, 
the officers said, is the sob 
story. 
“ One fellow came hobbling 


in on crutches,” said Noble. 
“ He practically slobbered, tel­ 
ling us his problems. Finally, 
he lay down on the ground in 
front of a truck that was 
coming in. Then he got up. 
paid his 50 bucks, and walked 
to his car — without 
the 
crutches.” 
Some of the “ c'ients” come 
to the pier in a fighting mood. 
Noble said. But he takes their 
hostility calmly.

SAN PEDRO (U PI) 
- Petroleum 
shipm ents in and out of the Port of Los 
Angeles increased almost 4 pm- cent 
during the last fiscal year, figures re­ 
vealed. 


A spokesm an tor the W estern Oil and 
Gas Association said the total would 
have been higher if the Arab oil em ­ 
bargo had not been in effect for five 
m onths. However, he did not show the 
etfect 
of 
the 
em bargo 
on 
im ports 
alone, revealing only import-export to­ 
tals. 
The figures indicated the shipment of 
petroluem and related products, both 
im ports and exports, amounted to al­ 
most 17 million tons during the 1973-74 
fiscal year, com pared with 16 million 
tons during the 1972-73 fiscal year. 
Almost 11 tons were im ported and 
m ore than six tons exported. Of thn 
exported petroleum , a little m ore than 
9 per cent., or alm ost 690,000 tons, went 
to foreign ports. 
The spokesman said petroleum im ­ 
ports have been increasing by an aver 
age of alm ost 6 per cent each year 
during the past 10 years.

instructed to m ake a report on Jan. 6. 
The Council once passed an ordi­ 
nance approving fluoridation but it has 
never gone into effect. 
The D epartm ent of W ater and Power 
has indicated it will not begin fluorida­ 
tion until results of the referendum are 
in. That would be after the May 29 
general election. 


Youths mugged while 
collecting toy funds 


ATLANTA (U P!) — A dozen youths 
collecting funds to buy C hristm as toys 
for needy children w ere mugged Mon­ 
day. 
“ We re in difficult tim es, obviously, 
and I guess there’s a direct correla­ 
tion." said E rnest Mobley, director of 
the Jaycees* Em pty Stocking Fund. 
He said such incidents had taken 
place in the past but the num ber in­ 
creased sharply this year. 
Police said the volunteer solicitors, 
ranging in age from 11 to 19. w ere in

Electricity cheaper 
from nuclear plants 


NEW YORK (U PI) — A survey by 
the Atomic 
Industrial F orum shows 
that nuclear power plants are produc­ 
ing electricity at 40 per cent of the cost 
of power plants using coal and oil. 
According to the survey, conducted 
among 21 U.S. utilities, it cost nuclear 
power plants little m ore than a penny 
lo produce one kilowatt hour of elec­ 
tricity. while the cost to fossil fuel 
piants w as m ore than 1.7 cents. 
The soaring costs of coal and oil 
helped widen the gap in costs for the 
two types of plants, said A1F. a non­ 
profit international group 


Pravda releases 
first report on 


traffic mishaps 


MOSCOW (U PI) — Moscow has fe­ 
w er traffic accidents than large W est­ 
ern cities but far more deaths per ve­ 
hicle than its W estern counterparts. 
Pravda, the Communist party new s­ 
paper. released traffic accident statis­ 
tics for the first tim e ever on Monday. 
They showed 574 persons died and 3.914 
were injured in 1973 in a total popula­ 
tion of about seven million. 
London, with only a slightly larger 
population, had 697 traffic 
fatalities 
and 8,026 injured in 1973. But London 
has 2.3 million registered autom obiles, 
Moscow only 160.000 private cars, ac­ 
cording to Pravda.

Glenn, who recently won election by 
defeating Republican opponent Mayor 
Ralph Perk of Cleveland, previously 
has favored voluntary efforts to con­ 
serve fuel oil 
"All the voluntary 
things are not 
working at alt," he said during a tele- 
vtson broadcast, “ lh e 55 mile-an-hour 
speed limit has becom e much of a 
loke. It’s estim ated th at lim it would 
save a q u arter million b arrels of oil a 
day if strictly enforced.”

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U.S. map dotted with islands of prosperity in a sea of recession

The map of the United 
States, is dotted this autumn 
by pockets of prosperity al­ 
most unrivaled in the nation's 
history* despite the recession. 
Business 
in 
general 
has 
been sliding downhill most of 
the year, but the National 
Federation 
of 
Independent 
Business says the number of 
unfilled jobs being offered by 
its members has risen since 
January. 
Although 
the 
number 
of 
iob- going begging has fallen 
since July, about 20 per cent 
of the association's member 
firms said they were looking 
f o r 
workers 
and 
having 
trouble finding them. 
• Companies in some cities 
where business conditions re­ 
main good also said they 
were having trouble finding 
workers. For example, Gates 
Learjet, the Wichita aircraft 
producer, has put on 650 addi­ 
tional people this year and 
needs 200 more skilled work­ 
ers.

Labor 
Department's 
Manpower Administration lis­ 
ted approximately 50 metro­ 
politan areas where unem­ 
ployment was wav below the 
national average as of Sept.

Other rational firms whose 
Wichita operations are boom­ 
ing include Metropolitan Life 
Insurance, J.I. Case Co.. the

Electric Co. is getting ready 
to build a big plant therm 
Wichita also is prosperous 
because it ;s in the middle of 
a wheat growing licit that 
produces other foodstuffs as 
well. The city is spending $30 
million on new schools and is 
building a planetarium, a roo. 
an art museum and a mu­ 
seum dedicated to the culture 
of the American Indian. 
Iowa and parts of Illinois 
are not feeling the recession 
too much. Kenneth Hays, a 
director of the Iowa Employ­

said his state had an unem- 
plovment rate of only 2.1 per 
cent as of the end of October. 
Ha\s thinks that rate held 
through November but said it 
might go up this month be­ 
cause of seasonal layoffs in 
the building industry.

Des 
Moines and Cedar Rapids, is 
holding up remarkably well. 
Chairman George Forster 
of Amana Division of Ray­ 
theon Co., at Amana.

“Our busi­ 
ness never has been better 
and right now w*e have 3.300 
workers here, the highest in 
our history'- J hear the Collins 
Radio plant in Cedar Rapids 
also has the biggest working 
force in its history. We sell 
all over the country and the 
world, so if our business is 
good. 1 don’t believe national 
business conditions can be so 
bad.” 
Some of the massive layoffs 
he reads about in the papers

Massachusetts General Hospi­ 
tal said all 21 patients who 
u n d e r w e n t experimental 
treatment showed “complete 
and rapid clearing” of their 
skin. Results of the discovery 
were made in the current is­ 
sue of the New England Jour­ 
nal of Medicine.

“ It's not uncommon to see 
an Em peror penguin waddle
